•arroandiiig the bolicadinft of Pearl 
Raryn U gradnally bciiiK cloiircd up 
The miaiing link in the chain of ovi- 
denM afaUiit tiie mm Jackton and 
Wamnf , vaA&t mtmI far Marly two 
WMki ftir tiie murder of Feul Bryan, 
has been supplied. 

The driver of the vrhiclo that con- 
veyed the nnfortiiiKitc Imiianii pirl and 

her dayen to the Keutucky Highlands, 
aadforwlMm ^poliM and newspa- 
per wp ortMa hmn toagbt in Tain for il 
days haa been fopnd. Rather he ftmnd 

himself. He is a yonng colored ooaoh- 
man named George H. Jackooii. 

Jackson first broached the snbjvct lif 
desired to rid his mind of toOttic ci 
Bwain. who patrolled the beat on Mount 
Anbnm, that inclndps the residence of 
Major W. S. Widdifield, on McGregor 
arenne, for whom he lias served hh 
(>oachmau. He subsequently repeated 
hia story to Lieutenant Thornton of t In- 
OorryTille district, and told it again fm 
a third time to Mayor Caldwell, ofiicerN 
and citizens in the mayor's oOoe, always 
without Tariation. 

Jaokioii gare an account < t his nrnve- 
mentson the evening of .Juu. 31 and 
•aid that while he was in a saloon at 
the northwest corner of George and 
Elm itreeta a mim came in and asked if 
anyone present wanted to make 
Jaokaon asked him what service he 
wanted rendered and he said he wanted 
a lUKsk driven to Newport. 

"The 16 looked like a big pile to me. 
•aid JaoBSon, "bnt I refused to take thi- 
job, as did also severul others. The 
ffipn Anally culled nie to one t<ide and 
talked to me a while, and I ttnully 
agreed to drive A» hack for hini. I 
aaked him where hia numey waa and be 
said that he woold glre it to me when 
we returned; that he did not propoae to 
paymenntU I had done the work. He 
then explained that be was a doctor 
and that he and another physician had 
u very sick patient whom they wanted 
to take to her home near Newport. He 
told me to wait about half an hour and 
he would drive the cab down George 
street. 

"I waited fully three-quarters of an 

hour; it seemed longer than that to me, 
and lie surprised mc by driving south 
on Elm street instead of coming down 
(Jeorge, 1 also not i< ed when he drove 
up lliat he had a surrey and not a cab. 
He directed nie to get in the front .seat, 
and he then entered tin- h.K k part of 
the vehicle, where. I learned later, there 
W!is uudtlier man and a woman. I was 
(Inected to drive rajudly toward New- 
jK)rt, and this I did. When 1 reached 
the other side of the bridge I ccmld nut 
understand the direct kius. and dui not 
know wliich way they w allied iiie to go, 
and one of t lie men, i lie -aim- one who 
hud engaged me fur the job, came 
around and sat on the hront seat 
with me. 



"About this time the woman began 
to moan and cry in an uiniertone, and 
there was a sort of whispered conversa- 
ti(Ui between her and tiie other man. 
This continued for .scnne time and finally 
1 discovered there was something 
wrong. The woman acted though 
she was suffering gi-eut agony, and, 
though I could not see her nor the man 
withher, her cries and moans fright- 
ened me. I got so seared that I finally 
•aid to the man next t^i me: 'Here, I 
don't want any mom of tliis job; there 
is scnnethiug wrong with that woman 
back there, and I dou't want to have 
anything more to do with this.' I 
handed the lines to him, but insteml of 
taking them and allowing me to get 
ont, he placed a gun at my liead, and. 
0.illing me a teirime name, said that if 
I did not drive on he would put a bnUet 
in my head and drive me to bell. 

"I saw there was nothing more to do 
bnt to drive on, 'cause I mdn't want 
liim to kill me, too. I did this, and all 
the way the woman seemed to be get- 
ting worse, and at times we almost 
c reamed out loud, but the sound 
seemed to be muffled. Seemed like she 
bail her head burieii in her lap, or some- 
tiling hke tliat. When we got to a 
place up on tlie road, which I am onite 
sure is near to Fort Tliomas, and where 
tiieie is a hiiie leading down tou bushy 
spot, 1 was diitH ted to stop. I pulled 
up to the side of the road near ween- 
tr; nce to the lane, and tKe man in the 
back seal not out and lilted tile woman. 
He had to <liag Jier from the buggy, 
and 

she seemed unable to stand on her 

"•'After he got iior out and was hold- 
inj; her ill liis arms I lie nuiii wliu was 
on the seat wilJi me said; Now. you 
d— <1 lilack inggei'. yon rnrn around 
liere, and when we are ready for you 
we will whistle. It you try to get away 
or ever say aiiylliiiig to , my one about 
tliis job we will kill you; and \ou ^ee 
wo are prepared to doil. It s\ee\i i 
hear anything ab«>ut this we will know 
y(m told it, and yonr life won't be worth 
"a tig.' 

• He theu got out and 'talked around 
behind tiie ' aniage, and the two men 
carriwi, or rather dragged, the woman 
down the lane. I followed directions, 
drove up the road a little ways and 
turned around. I tlien lieard some 
funny noises coming from tlio directi<jn 
in which they had g«)ne, which sounded 
like they were scullling in the leaves. 
1 nottld hear the cries vf th« woman, 



which, as before, seen.. to be smoth- 
ered, but il waa so dark that I oonld aee 

notbing. 

"I got so scared at this that I made 
vp my mind to get away from there jost 
aa quick as I could. There was a hitch- 
ing weight in the carriage; I threw this 
OBt on the groimd, fastened th^ horse to 
it, and staited down the road, walking 
aibont aa fast a« I could. I hiwln t gone 
rery far when the men discovered what 
I waa doing, and hollowed at me. I 
then started to run as fkat as I could, 
and didn't stop nntil I got clear back to 
Cincinnati. I got ont home about half- 
past 8 or a quarter of 4. What became 
of the men after I left there I do not 
know, and I do not know where they 
took the carriage." 

.Tackaon then gave a desoriptlaa of the 
liorse and surrey, and explained his 
iletiee by «ayiug that he waa afraid aa 
the men had threatened him with death 
U he ever told. 

After he had told his story he was 
diiven to the county jail. "There his 
identification of Walling as the man 
who oecuiiied the driver's seat and who 
held a revolver at his head waa com- 
plete. Ja< kson*s identification was only 
nartial, though he had said before that 
be did not think he would know the 
man who rods in the back seat with the 
lad^. 

The mati's leputation is of the l>est, 
his story is ac<epted to the full by tlie 
authorities, and he will be fdlowad hi<< 

full freedom. 

The police and mayor are now satis- 
fied tlii'y lia\e MOW a i omplete chain of 
evileni e ;i;;aiiivt I lie nieii, .lacksoH and 
Walling Sonic mysteries remain to be 
prohed. There is Hrst the disposituin 
of the head of the murdered girl: then 
the wlieiealiniits of Miss Bryaii on 
Thursihiy night, and ttnally the owner 
of the ( (inveyeiice that (ieorge ,Tackf>i>n 
drove. These, it is believed, will ulti- 
mately be brought to light.

NORTH POLE NEWS COMEIRMED. 

I>r. Naiiofii ll.-l it'vt'il to Kf on llio Krtuiii 
lliiiiiti. 

London, Feb. 17.— The British rausul 
It Archangel. <-apifiii of the Russian 

rrniie r.i of lii.it name, telegrajihs 
contii ining the report that Dr. NunsiMi 
is safe and returning from the north 

pole. 

The news of Dr. Nansen's success has 
created intense intei-est in this city. 
'I'he report i-ecelveit from Irkutsk, Si- 

hei ia, was generally diseredited at first, 
altlioiigli more taith was placed in it 
than in the prev ious riiinors wliii li have 
reached LoiKioii during llie past I'.' 
iiioiitlis. I he dispatch from ilie British 
consul at Ai eiiaii^'el, j^iven aliove. is re- 
gardeil a* com 1 iisively .-.iiowiiig thai the 
Norwegian e.vplom* is homeward 
iHumd, even if he has not digiwvered 

the pole, 

Disoafche.s received here from ditt'er- 
eiit part> of the continent indicate that 
the same inlere>t in the news fidiii the 
north ismanilested throughout Kumpe, 
and it is also gen»'rally credited at the 
Fhu'oiiean cupitals, altiioiigh i>ven Dr. 
Nansen's wife and rehitives did not 
believe the unmmneement which came 
through Kouehnareff, the agent of Dr. 
Kansen, near the mmith of the Lena 
liver, i-esidents of which locality fre- 
quently visit New Siberia. 

Later advices say that the news of Dr. 
Nansen's safety was sent by iC^ndai-otf , 
the local Russian ofHrial iu the Yu- 
kutsch region, who was a member of 
the ii)iberia-Kot!'s expedition. 

Dr. Nordenskiold, who is iu Chi-is- 
tiaua, is mclined to believe the news of 
Dr. Nansen's safety at any rate, even if 
it is not true that he has snooeeded iu 
discovering the north pole. 

Acwrding tu tho opinion of Arotio ex- 
perts here, when the Fnim left Karasea 
in 1808, she may have found the sea, 
northwards, free of ice and pushed on 
until she was looked iu. They add that 
she may then have been allowed to drift 
until the exiiedition oame tolandaronnd 
the iK>le, and that Dr. Nansen and his 
party may have returned in sledges to 
tlie Siberian islands. 

At the Siberian islands, it is believed, 
Dr. Nansen and his companions may 
h.ive been stopiied by the broken ice. 

IJr. Nansen wrote to Baron Toll, from 
Vugoro straits, saying that he expected 
to return to Koteny, Siberian islands, 
where dogs have been awaiting him. 

.Mr Scott Keltie, a member of the 
Koyal ( ieographical society and the 
agent of Dr. Nansen in England, in an 
interview said he was surprised that he 
hail not received a telej^ram from Dr. 
Nansen, but he tluniglit it probable that 
the ex|iloier had returned after leai li 
iiiK the jK)le. He added, however, that 
he did not know exactly bow Dr. Nan- 
sen would Druv^ he had been there

Washinoton, Feb. 17.— Tho prospects 
are for a busy week in the senate, but 
outside of Uie fact that Benator Davis 
will speak in support of the Monroe 

drK'trine and that the appropriation bills 
which have been ie|H)rfed will be taken 
up and probably disp<ised of, no definite 
fore<ast of the proceedings can be 
.given. 

Senator Davis' speech ia expected to 
be a strong and logical expreasion of the 

views of the more advanced advooalea 

of the Mcmroe doctrine. 

There are three of the apiniijiriatioii 
bills on the senate calendar, hut it is 
not believe<l that any of them, unless it 
b<> the consular and (iiplomatic bill, will 
ai"ou.se any prolonged debate. It is pos- 
sible that the diplomatic bill may not 
excite debate This bill aflTords an op- 
portunity to discuss foreign affairs gen- 
erally, and If is very rarely allowed to 
pass without senators availing tliom- 
s«'lves of this opening to discuss dijilo- 
matic (lUfstions. It is also possible that 
the p<'Usion bill will be taken advantage 
of to rliscuss the (XMisiou ((uestioil at 
some length

The tumM ^ the TictiiM w«c* not 
•erUtned in time for tetardajr'a iMoa nor 
were t|ia ^a^il• of ^a ^^lbla oriaa 
^{ven. 

The uufortunates who met such au 
awfol lata wara the wife of Babart Laoifh- 
Un and her niece May Jonaa, aced thir- 
teen. LaiiRhlin is a farmer and lived 
on the Hocic Springs pike, about three 
ailaalRMiAainuta. ThaparantaofMiaa 
Jooaa Ufa at A«ga9ta,'«nd aha waa apand- 
ing the night with her aunt. 

About 4 o'clock Saturday morning 
I^ughlin appeared at the lioa)e of bis 
aister, Hn. Cracken, a qoartar of a mila 
from hie own home, clad only in his night 
clothes and covered with blood. He said 
that himself, wife and little niece were 
aalaap, wlian ha waaawalcanadhyAkniie 
bdng drawn acroes bia throat 

Grappling with his assailant, he arose 
from his bed and knocked the assassin 
down with bia fist. At this Jonotare a 
aoafadarata atanding bahind Laogblin 
struck hi:n in the face with a burning 
torch. Mr. Langhlin .'?aid lie retreated to 
his front yard, and, being followed by 
one of his aaaailanta, ran to tha homa of 
his sister. 

The neighbors were aroused, and when 
the first of them reached the scene they 
foond the house a seething mass of flames 
and no one could enter the burning build- 
ing. When (layliglit came a scan h of 
the ruins was made. In one corner of 
the cellar lay the headless tmnk of Mrs. 
Laughlin. Sleeping with Mrs. Latighlin 
hud been little Ma> .Toneti, her niece, and 
the headless and armless body of the 
child was found in another oomar of the 
ruina. 

Mr. Laughlin showed two cuts on the 
neck, a long gash extending from ear to 
ear and one smaller, both under the chin. 
Be said he did not know whether his 
wife and neice were IdUed bafore be was 
attacked or not, or whether, white he was 
absent to warn hi.s neiglitiors, the woman 
and ubild were murdered. All be knew 
mu tiiat when ha retamad ha found his 
dead wife and nic('(>. Mr. r.anghlin had 
BO idea who the murderers were or wliat 
thair motives were in their bloody work. 

The house in which the tragedy occur- 
red was a log house of four rooms, and 
Mr. Laughlin was sleeping in the room 
with his wife and niece, occupying a bed 
only a few feet from theirs. 

A special nay s : " Captain E. W. Fite- 
ferald, special detective for the C. and 
O. railroad, arrived at 11 o'clock and pro- 
ceeded at once to the scene of the mur- 
der. ^Ir. Fitzgerald was in company 
with llarahal Wn. Sayers, of Angnsta, 

and in thaniune <it° .\cting Coroner T.ou- 
darback demanded the underclothing 
and oatar ahirt of Robert Langhlin.' 
Ziaaghliti (>l)j(>rtod tn handing them over. 
ItTpon examination the neck of the over- 
ahirtf wiiioh was of heavy checked cotton, 
was thoroagbly saturated with blood. 
Just beneath the undershirt it was found 
a^ualljr as bloody, and both sleeves of 
ahirta were saturated with blood. 

"The front of the nndershirt at its 
lowei edije waa also bloody. Tiie drawers 
show the same signs. After securing the 
large for her age. After securinj; the 
clothing Dctcv'tivc Fit/.gcrald plaoad it 
before Sherill Fronk, of Brooks villa, who, 
with his Oaputjr, waa praaant, and begged 
that he place Laughlin under arrest, but 
the fornu-r r.ifii.sed to do so, on the 
ground that Lauglilin had many friends, 
and such action might get him into 
serious trouble." * 

The i5i)0( ial aild.s : "Since the murder 
occi.rred Laughlin has made a few con- 
flicting statements, as well as some that 
are regarded as peculiar, if true. In first 
telling of his struggle with the alleged 
assassin, be said that he did not think of 
reaching for his revolver, which was in 
Ikis trousers, at the bead of the bed. Ue 
afterward stated that ha got his gun, but 

befurr 'ic could use it, the murderer 
took a irom hiiu, at which lie ran from 
the liouBO that had already been set on 
fiT by tha aasasains, toward that of his 
si- -r, ^fr^. McCracken. 

" To Detective Fitzgerald be said that 
he ran the qnartar of a ,mUa between his 
house and tiiat of his sister in his bare 
feot. Detective Fitzgerald thereupon 
bad him remove b>a shoes and stockings, 
trat did not find tha allghtaat bmiaa upon 
eifhar of them. Tha voad tratwaan tha 



two booaes is very rough. Detective 
Fitigerald then examined bin hand, and 
wli^l^ngeoitahooklikea leaf. Upon 
calirtfl examination he discovered blood 
in tiio crt vices of the skin on the back of 
his hand, which is sevaraly obi^fed from 
wind and wnathar. 

Btoodhaunds were taken to the scene, 
and followed a trail into Augusta, but it 
developed that this waa probably the 
tra< k of I/flughlin's brother-in-law Jones 
who was out Friday at the i«ughlin 
hoipa. 

A iaBd inoaraata. 

That term might Wall ba appliad to 

Robert Laughlin. 

He murdered his wife, ravished and 
maidafad bar UttU ataaa, and then 
homed the boosa and bodtaa to coBceal 
bis awful crimes. 

Laughlin confessed to Marshal Sayers, 
of Augusta, and Dataettva FItaiarald last 
night batwaaa 9 and lO o'dook. The 
matter was kept as quiet as possible, be- 
cause the officers well knew they would 
be powerless to save the wretch's neck. 

In a room at ona of tha hotala, they 
anxiously awaited tha coming of the 
steamer Courier, and at an early hour 
this morning they boarded the boat, 
witb,Laughlin and brought bim to this 
city for safe keeping. 

The partictilaro of the tanibfe orima 
are sickening in the extreme. 

Briefly, according to Laugblin's con- 
fession, lia fot np Saturday moniog 
about .1 o'clock and built a fire. Sud- 
denly he seized a heavy poker, and with 
one blow brained his wife who was lying 
on the bed. Ha thmi ravtahad her niaoe 
and afterwards murdered the child, the 
iron poker being again usad aa tha in- 
strument of death. 

Later, he says ha triad to cut bis own 
throat but if ha did hia conraga foiled, 
and he then concocted the story first told 
above. The cuts on his throat, however, 
were evidently made to bear out that 
story. 

Laughlin had hitherto borne a good 
reputation, lie says lie iloes not know 
what came over him and prompted him 
to oommitt auch a crime. 

Coming up on tha steamer this morn- 
ing, he remarked to Captain Fitzgerald : 
" I knew it was all up with me when you 
made me hand over my underclothing." 

Thia awful eriaaa was ahrondad in con- 
siderable mystery Saturday morning, but 
the shrewd work of Detective Fitzgerald, 
assisted by Marshal Sayers, has prompt- 
ly fastanad lha ortaaaa upon tha perpe- 
trator, audit remains for the courts to as 
promptly mata out tha ^uniahmant

The necessary nntflt coiifiists of a table 
on which is a long marble slab covered 
with rubber graduated from an iiitrh 
thick down to the Ihiniicss of a jiiece of 
pajicr. The opeialor has strappt^d to 
each hand half a oMnanut shell, on the 
edge of which is fastened a horseshoe. 
He starts iu ponuding them on the thick 
rubber to imitate hoof beats in the dis 
tance and gradually works along to the 
thill iiart asiheyare 8Upiio.sed to come 
nearer, and finally ends uj) with a clat- 
ter on the hare stones as the horse is 
pulled up just outside the scene.
